Biographical Sketch of the Late 
William McKinley, Our Twen- 
ty-Fifth President. 

SOLDIER, STATESMAN AND CITIZEN. 



A Men Whose Spotless Integrity end 
Lovable Fersnnnllty Endeared 
Him to Men of All Parties — Ills 
Domestic Life Particularly Wor- 
thy of Emulation. 

St. Louis. Sept. 14. — Following is a 
brief sketch of the life and services 
of William McKinley, of whom may- 
be truthfully repeated the words he 
uttered in paying a tribute to James 
A. Garfield, who, also fell a victim to 
the bullet of an assassin while occu- 
pying the presidential office: 

"In him we find the best representa- 
tive of the possibilities of American 
life. Boy nnd man, ho typifies Ameri- 
can youth and manhood, and illus- 
trates the benefits and glory of our 
free institutions. He did not flush 
forth ns a meteor; he rose with meas- 
ured und stately step over rough 
paths and through years of rugged 
work. He earned his passage to ev- 
ery preferment. He was tried nnd 
tested nt every step in his pathway 
of progress, lie produced his pass- 
port to every gateway to opportuni- 
ty nnd glory. His state sustained him. 
and at last the nation rewarded his 
courage and consistency with the 
highest honors it could bestow." 

UioKrnp lilenl Sketch. 

William McKinley was born nt Nll-s. 
Trumbull County, Ohio, January 29 >13. 
He attended the public school* In his 
neighborhood until issi, when the out- 
break of the civil war inflfinv’d hu am- 
bition and aroused his patriotism to ruck 
a degree that, although only 17 years ■ hi. 
he enlisted as a private soldier. Ills hist 
service was In the Twenty-third Ohio 
volunteer Infantry, with which h« served 
until the close of the war. being mustered 
out ns captain and brevet major at the 
age of 21. 

Ho then studied law anJ was admitted 






Many will recall the great r«puhlloan 
convention of 1899, when \Vllllam McKin- 
ley was tlrst nominated for the presi- 
dency of the United States at St. Louts. 
Thousands of delegates and spectators 
crowded the temporary structure used as 
a convention hall. The tlrst day of the 
convention was June It!, 1896. On the third 
day of the convention, Juno 18, 1896, the 
It im< S of McKinley und Hobart were put 
In nomination and both were successful 
on tho first ballot. Then the nomination 
was made unanimous und the wildest en- 
thusiasm prevailed among the 15. IKW per- 
sons who thronged the big auditorium. 

When Chairman Thurston called ths 
meeting to order on the day of the nomi- 
nation the enunciation of the platform 
Was rend by Senator Fornker und tho 
paramount Issue of this platform was the 
money question. Teller and Cannon on 
that day bade tho convention and party 
good-by. The session lasted for 'en hours 
and resulted tn the success of the gold 
standard. 

Four years later, June 21. 1900, In Phila- 
delphia, President William McKinley was 
renomlnnted by the republican party unJ 
the nomination resulted In his re-election. 
He was reinstalled In the position of 
chief executive of the nation March 4. 
1901. 

His Home Life. 

If President McKinley's public activi- 
ties nnd achievements have been typical 
of the best Americanism, hts home has 
been equally a typical American home. 
His vlell to his sister, at Canton, Just 
after the war, decided the vocation he 
should pursue. For another reason It whs 
a memorable and momentous visit Dur- 
ing It he met one of his sister's friends, a 
pretty schoolgirl, numed Ida Buxton, the 
daughter of James Saxton, a woll-to-do 
hanker of Canton. A mere acquaintance- 
ship was formed, and when he went to 
Albany to study law und she to a semin- 
ary at Media, I’a., to complete her educa- 
tion, they temporarily lost sight of each 
other. But a few years later, when he re- 
turned to Canton to open his little law 
office, nnd she came home from school, 
they mot again. Acquaintance ripened 
Into friendship, and friendship Into love. 
It was ambitious for a struggling lawyer 
to seek the hand of one of the pret'lest 
and richest girls In the town, who was 
already besieged by an army of sultora. 
But McKinley was not daunted by rival- 
ry, and presently won his suit— the best, 
as he has often said, he ever won In all 
his life. 

They were married on January 25. IS. 1, 
nnd their domestic life has ever since 
been singularly happy, despite the afflic- 
tions that have come upon them. Two 
daughters were born to them, both of 
whom died In Infancy. Since that time 
Mrs. McKinley has been an Invalid, nnd 
her husband's devotion to her has been 
ns deeply affectionate as It has been un- 
tiring.

About this time he began F> turn his at- 
tention seriously to politics r* .1 was elect- 
ed on the republican ticket t- the Forty- 
fifth, Forty-sixth. Forty-sev« n: i. Fort; - 
ilghth. Forty-ninth and Fiftieth con- 
gresses. in tho house of representative, 
ho made himself more popular as a com- 
mittee worker than us a deb tier on the 
floor. Ho made few speeches, but irom 
the beginning he showed mu< n Interest in 
the tariff qffuestlon. Ills tlrst act ns a rep- 
resentative being the presentation of a pe- 
tition from Ohio manufaetur. n, asking 
congress to take no action In the way of 
tariff revision until a thorough Investiga- 
tion of the needs of American Industries 
hud been made. He actively supported 
the civil service reform bill und Mr. Hol- 
man's resolution declaring tin unearned 
land grants to the subsidy railroads for- 
feit to the government. Gradually he 
came to he looked upon by the repub- 
licans In the house as u power In the par- 
ty. nnd at tho republican national con- 
vention in JSS8 his name was freely men- 
tioned as a possible candid cte far tho 
presidency; but in this convention Mc- 
Kinley led the Ohio delegation which had 
been instructed to vote for Senator John 
Sherman. 

It Is an interesting fact in American 
political history that there was a point in 
the deliberations of the convention when 
MaJ. McKinley could possibly have had 
tho nomination had ho been willing to 
sacrifice the authorized candidate of his 
slate to his own Interest, but he abso- 
lutely refused to let hts name be used. 

"I am here." he said, "by a resolution 
of the republican convention of Ohio, 
passed without one dissenting voice, com- 
manding me to cast my vote for John 
Bhermun and use every worthy endeavor 
for his nomination. I accepted the trust 
because my heart and Judgment were In 
accord with the letter and spirit and pur- 
pose of that resolution. It has pleased 
certain delegates to cast their votes for 
me. I can not, with honorable fidelity to 
John Sherman, who has trusted me In his 
cause and with his confidence; 1 can not 
consistently with my own views of per- 
sonal Integrity consent, or seem to con- 
sent, to permit my name to be used us a 
candidate befow this convention. I do re- 
quest. I dernaSd, that no delegate who 
would not cast reflection on me shall cast 
a ballot for me.” 

MaJ. McKinley went out of that conven- 
tion one of the most popular men in the 
republican party, and as his views on 
protection were the most pronounced of 
all the protectionist leaders, It naturally 
followed that the Harrison administra- 
tion placed the tariff question In hU 
hands. The result of this action was the 
drafting of a bill known aa the "McKin- 
ley bill” which afterward became a luw. 
Without attempting to analyse this bill, 
It Is sufficient to say that It placed a 
tariff for protection only on the highest 
ground taken since the time when Henry 
Clay first laid a protection proposition be- 
fore the country. MaJ. McKinley rtelred 
from congreas March 4, 1891, leaving his 
ability us a legislator and tariff maker to 
be Judged by his works, with an estab- 
lished party popularity and reputation. In 
1891 hr was nominated by tha republicans 
for governor of Ohio, and was elected 
over Gov. James E. Campbell, the demo- 
cratic candidate, after a moat exciting 
campaign 



by the throng- in front of one of the 
newspaper offices when the announce- 
ment was niutle that President Mc- 
Kinley was dead. 

When the aingingof the hymn ceased 
there was a pause. Many were in 
tours.

After the singing all quietly dib- 
persed. 

A STARTLING SUGGESTION. 

The l*oaall»lllt>' (hat Caolftoaa* llullct 
.May Have Ueen Tolaoned Hum 
llecn Sauueated. 

Chicago. Sept. 14. — A startling pos- 
sibility is suggested by Dr. James A. 
Lydston of this city. In commenting 
upon the death of President McKinley 
he said that the bullet which went 
through the stomach and remained in 
the body might have been poisoned. 
The irritation that produced the in- 
creased pulsations and temperature 
could have been caused by a poisoned 
lead bail when all other conditious 
favored recovery. 

“By dipping the bullets in pus or 
deadly chemicals, the assassin may 
have made sure of his victim" said 
Dr. Lydston. 

The Caaae of Death. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 
14. — At the close of the autopsy it 
was announced that the bullet sup- 
posed to have lodged in the muscles 
of the back had not been found. A 
further search will be made. Death 
was caused by toxemia. (A poisoned 
condition of the blood. — Stand, die.)

Orchard Lake, Mich.,’ Sept. 14.— Col. 
J. Sumner Rogers, aged 57, of the 
Michigan military academy, died to- 
day.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 

Three Negroes Lynehed. 

Ernest Harrison, Frank Reed and 
Jefferson Rollins, three negroes, who 
murdered Wash Thomas, an old col- 
ored man, at Wickliffe, Ivy., were 
taken out of the Ballard county jail 
and strung up by a mob of colored 
men. Thomas, th$ murdered man, 
was returning from work at a tobac- 
co warehouse, when the trio waylaid 
him, to rob hint of his wages. One of 
them struck him over the head with 
b club, killing him. Then they robbed 
him and fled. They were arrested 
and placed in jail. Friends of Thom- 
as quietly organized nnd proceeded to 
the jail. The jailer was aroused and 
when lie opened the door the crowd 
rushed in. He was quickly induced 
to give up the keys, and then tho 
men were tuken out, dragged to a 
mill on the outskirts of town, and, 
1 after they were given the opportuni- 
ty of confessing their crime, they 
were strung up. The bodies hung 
there till night long, and were cut 
down by the county authorities and 
I given burial. 

I’henoinenal Cotton Crop. 

Figures show that the cotton crop 
of Texas and Indian Territory for 
the season ending August 31 was a 
phenomenal one in the production of 
lint cotton per acre, the average be- 
ing slightly in excess of half a bale 
to the acre for the entire district, 
whereas one-third bale per acre is a 
fair average. 

The crop was 3,808,560 bales, nnd it 
sold for $46.63 per bale, which was 
an increase of $9.0$ per bale over the 
preceding year. The farmer got 
most of the increase, the price paid 
being a good one during t lie first part 
of the season and not bad throughout. 
Those who marketed their cotton us 
fast as it was ginned got even n 
larger advance than was indicated, 
the figures given Being the average 
for the season. The total value of 
t lie crop was $181,401, 593, un increase 
over the preceding year of $91,557,356. 
The crop was 1,218,056 bales larger 
than was the preceding crop. 

From a Southern Methodist lllshop. 

Bishop IV. A. Candler, of Atlanta, 
Ga., a bishop of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church south, in an interview 
in a St. Louis paper on t he assassina- 
tion of 1’resident McKinley, said: “It 
is horrible. The country lias lost one 
of its best men and one of its best 
presidents. President McKinley’s 
death as the result of an ussassiu's 
bullet is a calamity to our country 
and to the world. I knew him per- 
sonally, and I never knew a more ami- 
able man. I dined with him in Wash- 
ington in April of last year, when I 
was holding conference at the na- 
tional capital. My brother served iu 
congress with Mr. McKinley, nnd al- 
though they differed politically, my 
brother always held him in the high- 
est regard. The present is a time for 
universal mourning." 

A Triiaredy In Kentucky. 

A desperate pistol duel was fought 
at Miller Creek, Estill county, Ky., 
and as a result Lee Scott, a boarding- 
house keeper, und Joint Tuett, a 
white laborer on the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad, are deoil. The two 
men quarreled over a t rifle matter, 
and, pulling their guns, began firing 
simultaneously. The only witness to 
the tragedy was a man named Mc- 
Intosh, who was arrested as an ac- 
cessory. McIntosh's pistol was found 
on t lie ground with three loads shot. 
This leads to the theory that lie had 
a hand in the affair. 

No Indictment Returned. 

The grand jury of Washington 
county, Miss., organized at the spe- 
cial term of court to investigate the 
lynching of the two Italians, lust July, 
adjourned without returning an in- 
dictment. Sixty-seven witnesses were 
summoned, hut they seemed to know 
absolutely nothing. 

A Survhor of Sun Jnclnto. 

James Monroe Hill, of Austin, Tex., 
is one of Ihe few survivors of the bat- 
tle of San Jacinto, which assured to 
Texas its independence. He wus born 
in Georgia, and was a cousin of the 
lale United States Senator Benjamin 
H. Hill, of that state. 

JmUc Nimrod Waters. 

Judge Nimrod Waters, died at his 
home in New London, Mo., of cerernl 
hemorrhage. Half a century ago he 
was a successful gold miner iu Cali- 
fornia, but at the time of his death he 
was a wealthy retired farmer. 

Killed Ills Brother. 

Willie O’Flynn, nged five, while play- 
ing with a 22-caliber Winchester rifle, 
nt Owensboro, Ky., killed his three- 
yenr-old brother. The ball passed 
through the heart, killing the child 
instantly. 

Ilia Eyes Were Burned Oat. 

While filling a locomotive tank at 
Port Arthur, Tex., Firemnn B. A. Bow- 
en put a lantern into the well to see 
if the tank was full. Both eyes were 
burned out and his injuries may prove 
fatal.

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The Remains of the Late Chief 
Magistrate Taken Back to the 
National Capital. 

DEPARTURE FROM BUFFALO IMP0SIN6. 



VhniianiMlK of Cltlsens, nlth Bared 
lleuila, I.lneil the Street* a* the 
Solemn t'orteite I’aaaeil From tlie 
I'lty Hull tu the Special Train In 
Waiting. 

Milburn House, Huffnlo, X. Y., Sept. 
16. — The silent form of William Mc- 
Kinley was borne from this city in im- 
pressive stnte, Monday morninff, anil 
taken on its last journey to the na- 
tional capitoi. 

Just eleven days ago he came to 
the I’an-Aiuerlcnn exposition in full 
health and vigor. He was received 
with an enthusiasm that was unpre- 
cedented in the annals of the city and 
for ”4 hours enjoyed himself thor- 
oughly. The story of the foulest ol 
assassinations, the pathetic stride to 
recovery ns outwardly demonstrated, 
while death vvus slowly working on 
the vitals, the breathless hopes of a 
nation and loved ones, the terrible 
hours of suspense when death made 
its final demand against the human 
• kill all are matters of history now. 

The body of the honored chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation, who came to 
Buffalo only a few days ngo as the 
guest of the city, was lairne away in 
sad splendor, his career ended, ns far 
as his dominant personality is con- 
cerned; although his policies will re- 
main. Thousands upon thousands 
watched the impressive procession 
moving towards the de|>ot. it was 
doubly impressive because of its lack 
of gorgeousness and because of the 
fact that, following closely lx- hind 
the |mll-eovered corpse of the dead 
president followed the successor to 
the title and the living change in the 
country’s history. 

At (lie Vlilliurn Mansion. 

At the Milburn mansion, where Mrs. 
McKinley was, the servants were 
astir early, and there was more ac- 
tivity about the house, than has been 
•ecu since the shooting. Hy half- 
pnst six o'clock, there were transfer 
wagons and carriages drawn up at the 
corners near the house ami those 
within were up and preparing for the 
journey to Washington. 

Mrs. McKinley was not awakened 
until after seven o’clock, when l)r. 
JJixey went to the room with one of 
her attendants. She had not slept 
well, despite the fact that she is al- 
most thoroughly exhausted, and that 
I)r. Kixey had given her a sleeping 
potion. The first thing she asked was 
a repetition of the query of the last 
two days, "When can I see the ma- 
jor?" Dr. llixey told her that they 
were going to let her see him to-day 
and she then let her attendants dress 
her, and nt 7:43 was ready for her 
light breakfast, which she took in her 
room alone. 

(id. Iliugham, who was in charge 
of the arrangements, said, at 7:43, 
that none of the party would go to 
the city hall, where the body lay. but 
that all would go directly to the 
train This would tie done on Mrs. 
McKinley’s account. 

At 7:32 the Misses Duncan, nieces 
of the late president, were driven to 
the train so that they might arrange 
all comforts possible for the stricken 
widow. 

Departure of Mm. M«*Klnl«*>*. 

At 7:33 several figures stepped si- 
lently out upon the porch and walked 
down towards the carriages. Mrs. 
Win. McKinley, rolled in garb of 
mourning and supported by Abner 
McKinley on one side and Dr. Itifey 
on the other, was the central figure. 

To the surprise of all, she walked 
briskly with her head quite erect, her 
facp hidden behind her long black 
veil. She got into the carriage with 
her favorite niece, Miss Harber, Ab- 
ner McKinley and Dr. llixey, and 
they were driven at once to the de- 
pot. So far as could lie seen, she sat 
erect and unsupported in the car- 
riage. 

The family of Abner McKinley, oth- 
er relatives of the dead president, and 
Secretary Cortelyou followed in oth- 
er carriages and the Milburn house, 
famous now because of its connection 
with a great national tragedy, went 
back into the possession of its owner, 
who had so kindly given it up to the 
use of the president and his family. 

The street corners nenr the house, 
which for a week had been crowded 
with newspaper men, telegraphic 
booths and waiting carriages, re- 
sumed their wonted appearance; the 
military gunrd was withdrawn, the 
police resumed their normal occupa- 
tion and the exciting indieents that 
have marked the loculity became a 
memory. 

At the City Hall. 

At dnybrenk the city hall was ns 
quiet and peaceful os the death with- 
in its walls. Statuelike, the guard of 
honor at the catafalque maintained 
its position throughout the long 
hours of the night. There was a ser- 
geant of artillery at the head of the 
bier, a marine at the foot. At one 
side was n sergeant of infantry, on 
the other a marine. The massive 
wooden doors of the building were 
closed nnd the iron outer gates were 
bolted. 

It was a few minutes after seven 
o’clock when there came signs of life 
from within the corridor, where the 
body of the president reposed. Thu 
doors were flung open; the gates 
swung ajar. 



At 7:07 40 sailors from the United 
States steamer Michigan swung up 
Franklin street, the first detachment 
>f the cortege's escort. The blue- 
jackets wheeled into line directly op- 
nosite the entrance of the city hall. 
Four minutes later the four-horse 
hearse drew up, and a company of 
marines tiled into position. Five of 
the cabinet officers arrived in two 
surriages. The tirst carried Secretary 
I.ong nnd Postmaster-General Smith. 
The other held Attorney-General 
Knox, Secretary Wilson nnd Secre- 
tary Hitchcock. United States Sena- 
tor Joseph It. Hawley, of Connecticut, 
was next to arrive. 

The Escort In Itendlne**. 

Exactly at the appointed hour, 7:43, 
the escort was in perfect readiness. 
In clarion tones Mnj. Mann, com- 
manding the escort, delivered the or- 
der “Present arms!” Noiselessly and 
with the precision of the well-drilled 
soldier the arms leaped to position; 
tlie commanding oltieer turned about, 
nnd, facing tlie house of tlie dead, 
brought his sword to "present." It 
was an impressive moment. The rigid 
soldiers and sailors were awaiting the 
body of their late commander-in- 
chief. A minute of awe-inspiring si- 
lence, and then, emerging from tlie 
doors of tlie city ball, there moved 
the eight bodybearers, four soldiers 
and four sailors. On their shoulders 
rested the casket inclosing the body 
of tlie count rv's beloved one. 

A Sail, lint I'll in 1 1 1 n r strain. 

Away down the line of soldiery, 
from tiie Sixty-fifth regiment hand, 
came once again the strains of "Near- 
er My God to Thee.” Itehind the long 
ropes the timing uncovered, ami with 
bowed heads waited and watched in 
silence. Tenderly the precious bur- 
den was borne slowly down the stone 
steps, along the curved approach, to 
the hearse. Tlie tlag-draped casket 
was lifted gently into the hearse, and 
tlie doors closed. Through the win- 
dows of tlie hearse naught but Amer- 
ica’s tlag, surmounted hy a single 
sheaf of wheat, could lie seen. To the 
front enme the troops wheeling into 
line and moving down Franklin 
street. Once more tlie strains of 
music. This time it was the mourn- 
ful dirgp of Chopin’s funeral march, 
accompanied by the tolling of the 
church bells. Ileliind the troops came 
the carriages of the mcmliers of the 
cabinet. Then came the hearse, and 
following were comrades of tlie 
Grand Army, with a company of local 
militia bringing up the rear. 

All lira (Is Were lliireil. 

The cortege passed into Church 
street, and. winding past St. Paul’s 
church into Mam street, the dead 
president was carried through buf- 
falo's streets. Down Main street tlie 
procession moved between masses of 
people, all uncovered. The high 
winds from off Lake Erie snapped 
and whipped tin- bunting by which 
every building was draped. Above 
the buildings (lags and streamers 
hung at half-mast. 

The procession lind begun its 
march at 7:30. Half an hour inter, 
with measured tread and strains of 
tlie constantly playing hand, tin' line 
turnod at last into Exchange street, 
where ihe railroad station is located. 
Then the llutTulo journey was at an 
end. 

Honored Ills Mend Predecessor. 

As the cortege passed Ellicott 
street it was met by the carriage 
bearing the president of tlie United 
States, Theodore Roosevelt. 

lty the president's orders his car- 
riage was stopped, and with bared 
head, the nation's new executive 
awaited the passing of his predeces- 
sor's funeral cortege. 

Once more the troops were drawn 
up in line and came to “present." 

The hearse stopped in front of the 
baggage entrances to the depot. As 
the undertaker took hold of the lioor 
of the hearse to open it and the bear- 
ers prepared to draw the coffin out 
a hush fell on the multitude. Then 
from the head of the column cauie 
tlie mournful sound of die "long 
roll." As it ceased there urose clear 
and sweet the notes of the beautiful 
hymn, "Nearer My God To Thee.” 
Tlie soldiers raised the flag-covered 
casket on their shoulders and moved 
toward the train, as the bund took 
tip the air of the grand old hymn "Oh 
God, Our Help In Ages Post." 

l-’rom Cortege to Train. 

On tlie curb stood President Roose- 
velt with Senator Hawley. The 
former had refused the advice of the 
police to move into the depot yard, 
and with his hat in Ids hand, he stood 
•silently watching the body being re- 
moved. Gen. llrooke nnd ids staff fell 
in directly behind the casket; then 
came the president, Secretary t'ortel- 
you and Senator Hawley, and then, 
walking with his cane for assistance, 
followed Senator Hanna accompanied 
by his son. 

Mr*. McKinley Seriously Affected 

Mrs. McKinley and the other mem- 
bers of the family had entered their 
car half an hour before the body ar- 
rived. The journey down in the car- 
riage, from the windows of which she 
could sec tlie emblems of mourning, 
affected Mrs. McKinley seriously, and 
when she stepped from the carriage, 
assisted by Dr. llixey and Abner Mc- 
Kinley, her limbs failed her and she 
would have fallen but for the sup- 
port accorded her. She entered the 
station nnd was assisted into the car 
in which she and the dead president 
had mude the trip into the city of his 
death. On the enr her relatives took 
charge of her anil Dr. llixey gave her 
a tonic. Dr. llixey thinks thnt she 
will be able to go through with the 
stnte ceremonial at Washington, but 
the change of arrangements so that 
the body shall leave Washington 
Tuesday night was made so ns to 
avoid too great a strain. "She will 
be better In Canton than any place 
else," said Dr. Rixey. 



The train that bore the president 
from Huffnlo was a solid one of Pull- 
man cars, drawn by two locomotives. 
Fifteen minutes before the train was 
scheduled to leave, an engine sped out 
through the yards with orders to pre- 
cede tlie train by 15 minutes and keep 
the track clear. 

The Funeral Train. 

The casket was placed between the 
windows of an observation car where 
it could be seen by the people ns the 
train went by. Crepe was draped 
from the two locomotives and from 
tlie rear of the observation car, and 
the railings of the car were shrouded 
in crepe. The only relief was in two 
tiny pilot flags of white on the lead- 
ing locomotive. The station was ab- 
solutely clear. 

President Roosevelt entered the 
station with Secretary Cortelyou. 
The members of the cabinet followed. 
The president raised bis lint in salu- 
tation. 

Shortly after 8:30 it was announced 
that everything was in readiness, nnd 
at s : 4 the train pulled slowly out, 
just four minutes later than was 
scheduled.

THE STRIKERS SEEM TO BE ALL AT SEA.

All unknown man was killed at 
Tuscola, 111., while attempting to 
alight from a fast-moving passenger 
t rain. 

Mrs. McKinley bore up bravely dur- 
ing the funeral services over her hus- 
band’s remains at Milburn house, Buf- 
falo, Sunday. 

Settlement of the steel strike is not 
satisfactory, it is said, to some of tlie 
men involved, and they threaten not 
to return to work. 

The call for the meeting of the 
Schley court of inquiry for Monday 
was withdrawn, on account of the 
deal It of the president. 

Mrs. Rosevelt announces thnt she 
will go to Washington at once, and 
her first duty will be to nrrnnge for 
placing her children in school. 

All of the army nnd navy officials 
who can possibly reach Washington 
in time will take part in the public 
funeral service* over the late presi- 
dent. 

Congressman James J. Butler, of 
St. Louis, says he thinks the congres- 
sional contest instituted aginst him 
by William M. Horton will be aban- 
doned. 

It is estimated that more than 80,- 
000 people viewed the remains of 
President McKinley lying in state -ul 
the city hall at Buffalo Sunday after* 
tionn and night. 

George McGilvray nnd J. O. Wilson, 
a St. Louis Transit Co. conductor, 
fought a duel on an owl ear, and u 
bullet tired hy Wilson flattened on 
McGilvray 's skull. 

1’rcsldi‘iit Roosevelt lias announced 
that Mr. George 11, Cortelyou, who 
served President McKinley so faith- 
fully as private secretary, will bo 
temporarily retained in that capacity. 

\t tlie request- of Mrs. McKinley, 
the funeral arrangement* of the dead 
president were changed so thut the 
body will reach Canton Wednesday 
and lie in stnte there Wednesday 
night. 

From pulpits very generally 
throughout the eoutry, on Sunday, 
reference was made to the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley, and a de- 
mand made for the suppression of an- 
archists. 

Acting Gov. Xorthcott of Illinois 
has Issued u proclamation designating 
Thursday, the l'Jth, as a day of prayer 
and for memorial services honoring 
the memory of the late President Mc- 
Kinley. 

Coroner Wilson of Erie county, N. 
Y„ issued his certificate giving the 
cause of the death of President Mc- 
Kinleys as "gangrene of both walls of 
the stomach and pancreas following 
gunshot wound." 

BRITISH WISH EXPRESSED. 

l,on«t»n Not \\ ant the Unite 

nf Corwull n ml York tu Attend 
tlie McKinley Funeral. 

London, Sept. 16. — The newspapers 
here continue to express the hope 
that the duke of Cornwall and York 
will lie uble to attend the funeral of 
President McKinley; but it seems now 
extremely doubtful if it can be ar- 
ranged, especially since the cere- 
monies at. the cupitol have been fixed 
for Tuesday,. Government circles 
seem to think that direct, immediate 
action on the part of King Edward is 
the only way to bring about the at- 
tendance of tlie duke at Washington. 

"It would be a unique opportunity," 
the Westminster Gazette suys, "of 
showing British sympathy with the 
United States, owing to the accidental 
fact that the king's son is near, and 
it would, we are certain, be appre- 
ciated by the American people.” 

Renamed Operation*. 

Youngstown, O., Sept. 10. — The 
plants of the Atnericon Steel Hoop 
Co., In this city, Girard, Niles, Warren 
nnd Pomeroy, O., and Greenville, Pa., 
resumed operations after a 10 weeks’ 
shutdown ns the result, of the strike. 
About 5,000 men returned to work.

| Mystery «v* to the Term* of Settle. 

I isrnt— The Sltnntlon at McKees- 
port Different—' There ns. Gener- 
al Rejoicing, nnd All Went to 

Work Thnt Could he I sed. 

Pittsburg, l’a., Sept. 10. — There was 
no gcnerul resumption of work at the 
steel mills here Monday. With the ex- 
ception of McKeesport, the mills in 
tills district were operating about the 
same as last week, very few of tlie 
old men reporting for work. The 
strikers are all at sea. and Amalga- 
mated headquarters crowded with 
committees from the different local 
mills and out-of-town plants anxious 
to learn the terms of settlement of 
the big strike. None have been offi- 
cially notified thut the strike lias 
been declared off, and a great deal of 
indignation was expressed by tlie dif- 
ferent delegations on the unounce- 
ment made that President Shaffer, 
who had arrived early, would see the 
committee from each mill separately 
ami explain the result of the New 
York conference and tlie terms of set- 
tlement. 

From the sentiment of the tin plate 
workers they will not return to work, 
but continue the strike. 

Dissatisfaction over the ending of 
the strike on terms said to have been 
unfavorable to the Amalgamated men 
extends to nearly all tlie plants in 
this district. The employes of Paint- 
er's mill, of the American Steel Hoop 
Co., declared they will not return on 
tlie conditions imposed ut tlie New 
York conference. 

At the Lindsay <&• McCuteheon plant 
the strikers said they would remain 
out until officially notified of tlie 
strike being off by President Shaffer. 

Five puddlers went back, and now 
13 of tlie 20 furnaces are running. 

Five mills nt the Star tin plate 
works were in operation, but none of 
the strikers have returned, and tlie 
indications are that they will remain 
out. 

Different at McKeesport. 

The situation nt McKeesport was 
different. There was general rejoic- 
ing that tlie strike had been settled. 
Five thousand men reported at the 
National tube works, but only 1.300 
I could be used, mostly in the threading 
| department. Four days will be need- 
ed at least to get the mill going in 
full. Tlie National rolling mill fires 
were not started, and but few men 
reported for work. 

At Delimiter nearly all tlie old men 
reported for work at the tin plate 
plant except the strike leaders. Six 
mills were running, and second and 
third turns will be started. 

.Nothing Can be I. earned. 

Front the nutiumil officers of the 
Amalgamated association nothing 
could lie learned of the terms of the 
settlement. 

President Shaffer was inaccessible, 
nnd the other officers refused to give 
any information. Notwithstanding 
the dissatisfaction expressed by the 
strikers, it is believed the mills will 
| all lie in operation before t lie end of 
the week. 

A Greenville special says the hoop 
mill started up in full with 50u men. 

BISHOP WHIPPLE DEAD. 

The Senior Hlshop of the Prntrsnut 
Episcopal Church In Ameri- 
ca 1* Dead. 

St. Paul, Minn., Sepf. 16. — Bishop 
Henry B. Whipple, of the Protestant 
Episcopal church, died at six o'clock 
Monday morning ut his home in Fari- 
bault, Minn. 

Bisiiop Whipple, who has been seri- 
ously ill ut his home in Furibuut. was 
taken suddenly worse Sunday night. 
He had a severe attack of angina pec- 
toris about a. week ago, but seemed 
to recover after the tirst few days’ 
illness. 

Henry Benjamin Whipple has been 
bishop of the Episcopal church in Min- 
nesota since 1839. He was born in 
Adams. N. Y„ February 15, 1838. lie 
was ordained in 1830. He was the 
senior bisiiop of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church in America.

IN McKINLEY’S FOOTSTEPS. 

President Roosevelt Give* nn Ink* 
linn of the Line of Policy He 
Experts to Follow.

I derstood as Mi. McKinley's policy. 
: This policy us outlined to his friends 
nt Sunday's conference will be for a 
j more liberal and extensive reciprocity 
in the purchase and sale of commodi- 
ties, so thnt the. over-production of 
this country can be satisfactorily dis- 
posed of by fair and equitable ar- 
j rangements with foreign countries. 
| The abolition entirely of commercial 
war wit li other countries and tho 
adoption of reciprocity trenties. 

The abolition of such tariffs on for- 
eign goods as are ro longer needed 
for revenue, if such abolition can bo 
had without harm to our industries 
■ and labor. 

Direct commercial lines should l>ff 
established between the eastern coast 
of the United States and the ports in 
South American nnd the Pacific ports 
of Mexico, Ontral American and 
South America. 

The encouraging of the merchant 
marine and tlie building of ships 
which shall carry the American flag 
1 and lie owned and controlled 
1 Americans and American capital. 

The building and completion as 
soon as possible of the isthmian 
I canal, owned by the government, con- 
I necting our mainland with our for- 
eign possessions, notably Hawaii and 
the Philippines.

The naval regulations provide that 
officers of the navy traveling under 
orders in the United States shall be 
allowed eight cents per mile while so 
engaged in lieu of their actual ex- 
penses. 

Officers traveling to the United 
States from a foreign station will 
receive subsistence pay at the rate of 
from 80 cents to one dollar per day 
if traveling on a naval vessel or on 
any army transport. But as very few 
of the officers summoned from for- 
eign countries can travel on govern- 
ment vessels actual traveling ex- 
penses will be allowed for the sea voy- 
age, and eight cents per mile for such 
part of the journey as is made by rail. 
A naval officer coming from the Phil- 
ippines to San Francisco on a mer- 
chant vessel would receive about $300 
for the sea voyage, $350 for the jour- 
ney from San Francisco to Washing- 
ton and the same returning to his post. 

Officers ordered to appear as wit- 
nesses before a court of inquiry or 
to serve as members of a court re- 
ceive no extra compensation. Retired 
officers ordered to duty on a court of 
inquiry will receive full active pay 
for the time employed. All officers 
whose presence is required in Wash- 
ington, except those on duty there, : 
will receive commutation of quarters 
while there at the rate of $12 a room 
per month, and are allowed a number 
of rooms, according to rank.

BIG RAILROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

A unique excursion was recently arranped 

by the Union l'acitic Railroad company. 
About sixty newspaper men, representing 
the leading journals of the country, were 
invited t" take a trip on the Wyoming di- 
vision, "Tiie Overland Route,” tor the pur- 
pose of viewing tne stupendous engineering 
achievements recently made on that line. 

The train was made up of two private 
oars, three Huffman palace sleepers, a dining 
err, drawn by one ot tiie new compound en- 
gines, with an observation ear — constructed 
on the same plan as a trolley car— ahead of 
the engine. 

One hundred and fifty-eight and four- 
tenths miles of new track laid, reducing tnc 
mileage between Omaha and ( tgderi by 3U.47 
miles, and reducing gradients which varied 
from 4. r i 4 to 1)7. 68 teet to tlie mile to a maxi- 
mum of 4.'4.3 fee!, and curves from 6 to 4 de- 
grees, while a great deal of bad curvature 
has been eliminated entirely. 

A mountain removed and lost into a 
chasm; huge holes bored hundreds of feet 
through solid granite, an underground river 
encountered and overcome; an army of men. 
with all sorts of mechanical aids, engaged 
in the work for nearly a year; the great 
Union Pacific track between Omaha and 
[ Ogden m ule shorter, heavy grades elimi- 
nated, and the business of tlie great Over- 
land route flowing through a new channel, 
without the slightest interruption. 

Millions of money have been spent to re- 
duce the grades and shorten the distance. 
This reduction is the result of straighten- 
ing unnecessary curves, and tiie construc- 
tion of several cutoffs between Buford and 
Hear river, Utah. 

The curvature saved is about one-half, 
tlie grading about tiie same, while the angles 
are reduced nearly two-thirds. Tlie «u- 
perioritv of these changes is apparent to the 
practical railroad engineer, it is also ap- 
parent to the operating department in t ie 
reduction in operating expenses, and to the 
traveler in tlie inereasi . speed the trains 
can make. 

The new line runs due w»*t from Buford, 
avoiding the high hills and eighty-foot grade 
from Unevenne, and piercing through cuts 
and the lug tunnel, crosses the Him k Hills 
at a grade of le-s than one-half (43.3 feet) 
over mountain altitudes. 

From a constructive standpoint the line 
is remarkable for tiie amount of material 
required in the construction of immense 
embankments and the building of large 
tunnel* through solid rock. Tlie construc- 
tion of the new line between Buford and 
I.aramie alone has involved tlie excavation 
of 500,000 cubic yards of material, one-third 
of which (exclusive of tiie tunnel exeava- 
tO>nl has been solid rock, of something over 
160,000 cubic yards per mile. 

Too much credit for this work cannot he 
given to Horace O. Hurt, president of tiie 
Union Pacific railroad, and his assistants. 

The excursion was replete with many in- 
teresting incidents, ami tlie splendid hos- 
pitality of the Union l’acitic officials was a 
revelation. Tiie newspaper men evinced 
their appreciation in many ways, particu- 
larly in a resolution of thanks to the Union 
Pacific officials. General Passenger Agent 
Louiax, and Messrs. Doric nr, Park and 
Griffin.

Australian Mall's Record Trip. 

The most important mail that has left 
Australia in years for London recently made 
a record-breaking trip. Tne mail consisted 
of 347 sacks and contained many documents 
lor the British parliament. At Sidney it 
was put ou hoard the steamer Ventura, a 
steamship sailing under tne American flag 
and built only last year for the Oceanic 
Steamship company ut the Cramps ship- 
yard in Philadelphia. The trip across the 
Pacific occupied just 21 days, the former 
time having been 26 days, L rom San Fran- 
cisco the mail was hurried east on special 
fast trains on the Southern l'acitic (Ogden 
line). Union Pacific, and Chicago, Burling- 
too and Quincy railroads, but urnved in 
Chicago too i»te to connect with tlie fast 
mail trafn of the Lake Shore and New York 
Central, which is a 24-hour train from Chi- 
cago to New York. A spectal train was made 
up and attached to one of the fastest en- 
gines on the Lake Shore line. The regular 
train was overtaken at Toledo, and the hour 
and a half lost time was made up. At Buf- 
falo the regular train was made into two 
sections by the New York Central with the 
mail cars, including the Australian mail, in 
tlie first section. New York was reached 
three minutes ahead of schedule time. At 
New York the mail was delivered to the 
Campania and that vessel left on regular 
time. Barring accidents or unusual delays 
it will be delivered in England in several 
days shorter time than ever before.
